3. Poor utilisation of Hospitals and idle machinery 
(a) (/) Maternity Hospital at Kanpur 

A-144 bed maternity hospital (cost Rs. 19 -70 lakhs) started functioning at Kanpur in July 1968. The number of indoor patients 
treatoed therein during 1968-69 and 1969-70 was 2 and 24 respectively. The poor occupancy was attributed to non-extension of hospitalisa- 
tion benefits to the insured persons’ families at Kanpur. 
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The Corporation suggested (December 1969) to the State Government either to reduce the stuff of the Hospital to one nurse and one IV 
only until medical facilities are extended to the families the Insured of Persons of to utilise the hospital for other pruposcs and to reserve 
beds for maternity cases of insured persons in the E.S.I. General Hospital, Pandu Nagar, Kanpur. The above proposal is stated to be lin- 
'd^ consideration of the State Government and no reduction in stall has been made (May 1971). 

(//) Hospital at Amritsar 

The Corporation paid Rs. 32 -44 lakhs for construction of 125 beds hospital ai Amritsar which was fully commissioned on 30th 
September, 1968. Because of the poor occupancy of the Hospital (average daily occupancy for the quarters ending 31-3-1970 and 31-3-1971 
being 25 *2 and 18 respectively) the Corporation suggested (August 70) that the State Government might lake over the Hospital for other 
purposes and reserve beds the E.S.T. patients on payment basis, 

(b) Idle machinery 

(0 Of the machinery and equipment worth Rs. 17 -58 lakhs purchased during 1961 to 1968 for hospital in Uttar Pradesh those worth 
Rs. 44 -69 lakhs listed in the Appendix were lying idle (June 1970) for reasons stated against each. 

(ii) Equipment worth Rs, 0*68 lakhs for E.S.I- Hospital Pandu Nagar, Kanpur was sent to a firm for repairs in May, 1965, 
It was still (March 70) lying with that firm. 

4. Blocking of funds 

Construction of an office building at Brajraj Nagar (Orissa) for w'hich Rs, 63,800/- were paid to the State P.W.D. in December, 
1967 had not started (June 1970). 

The Corporation stated (May 1971) that pursuant to a decision taken by it February 1968 the construction was deferred and the 
State Public Works Department was requested (July 1971) to refund the amount. 

The amount remains unrefunded (December, 1971),
